Canadian companies investing in Chile 



A month after the coup in Chile 
General Pinochet announced that 
foreign companies would be wel- 
come to return or bring new in-, 
vestments to Chi to. One oft he first 
op the scene was Canadian. 

Noranda Mines Ltd,, Canada's 
eighth largest corporation and a 
major world oopper producer, had 
be?n In CNIe since 1964 exploit- 
ing a smai copper mine through 
its subsidiary Chile Canadian 
Mines. The company was taken 
oyer by the state corporation for 
small mines in 1971 and Noranda 

left Chile. . . 

But shortly after the coup, and 
even before the, regime's release 
of Its foreign Investment statute 
favouring multinationals, Noranda 
returned lo Chile Canadian Mines 
wHh a $600,000 Infusion of new 
capital ~ one of the first and 
largest new Investments In post- 
coup Chile. 

In the past two years Canadian 
mining firms, banks, traders and 
manufacturing enterprises have 
been assessing or making deals 
with Junta representatives and 
local business interests. 

From thoir point of view the 
"new" Chile looks like an oppor- 
tune place to do business whore 
taxation laws and the repression 
of the worklngclass_aHow for the.

taking otmaxlmum profits. 

From the Junta's point of view, 
Canadian business Interest In 
Chile, while on a smaller scale 
than that of the U.S. and Europe, 
is a most welcome form of support 
for its. economic repression and 
political reign of tenor.' 

Canadian Investments In Chile 
at present include the mining in- 
terests of Noranda Mines, an 
office of Canadian Pacific Airlines 
and a substantial subsidiary of the 
world-wide network of the Bata 
Shoes Company. 

Directed from the Don Mills 
headquarters of the world's 
largest shoe manufacturer, the 
Bata subsidiary in Chile operates 
threo plants producing the bulk of 
the nation's total shoe output. A 
tack of demand wtthin Chile for 
Bata products may be hurting the 
company's domestic sales. 

But with the help of a recent In- 
ternational -Shoe Fair In Chile, 
Bata Is finding some international 
buyers. The company has just 
started to export 60,000 pairs of 
shoes valued at $3 million to the 
United States. 

Meanwhile, several Canadian 
banks have been involved *n 
short-term loans to the Junta. The 
Canadian forest industry giants 
are b eing courted by the Junta for L 



participation in a S100 million 
programme for development of 
Chilean forest products. 

But the key "Canadian connec- 
tion" at this time is In the mining 
sector where Canadian-based 
corporations rank high In the 
Junta's esteem both for reasons 
of their sheer sfce and apparent 
nationality. 

After the coup, the World Bank 
was looking for someone to do an 
assessment of the"! inancial viabil- 
ity of the Chilean copper Industry 
on tho basic of which now loans 
would bo forthcoming. Noronda 
was chosen specifically at. a 
•Canadian company whoso repci** 
would raise fewer sceptical ques- 
tions than an American firm. 

For Noranda the World Bank 
study affordod an opportunity to 
get to know Junta representatives 
and facilitated their return to the 
country. 

Tho Junta depends on copper. 
New investments In threo copper 
deposits in nortnem Chile could 
total $1,500 million, providing a 
capital Inflow to offsel Chile's bal- 
ance of payments delict) andpro- 
duclng mo/e copper for export. 

Eight *fore)gn companies from 
Canada, the U.S., Japan, Brazil 
and Europe have submitted sepa- 
rate propositions to iho Junta's 
investment committee 



which Is expected to announce its 
selection shortly. 

How Canadian companies will 
fair tn the bidding is unknown. 
However, business magazines 
have reported that; Falconbrldge 
Nickel Minos Ltd. {of Sudbury, the 
Dominican Republic, Rhodesia 
and Namibia fame) is interested In 
a $300 million Investment ia the El 
Abra deposits. 

Noranda Mines Ltd. haamada 
a proposition to develop the An- 
docollo find, but is running second 
to AMOCO Minerals, a subsidiary 
6f Standard Oil of Indiana. 

Canadian Javelin, which re- 
cently received the axe from the 
Panamanian government in 
favour ol the development of a 
copper deposit in that country by 
Texasguif, has exploration ac- 
tivities In theTaltal area of Chile. 

Vancouver-based COMtNCO 
Ltd, is also exploring Chilean 
copper mineralizations; and 
another Vancouver company, 
Stokos Exploration Management 
Co- Ltd, (SEMCO) has placed an 
exploration specialist in Chile and 
Is developing a small mine jointly 
with a Chilean firm. 

It the president of SEMCO, 
Ronald B. Stokes, is any indica- 
tion, tho attitudes of Canadian 
mining men towards Chile is on- 
thusiAsite. Says Stokes; "...thero 




Is not the slightest doubt that con- 
ditions are much clearer regard- 
ing foreign Investments in the mln- * 
Ing industry and as soon as the 
great corporations are completely 
secure In that their investments 
will be protected Vm sure t hat cap- 
ital will begin to arrive/ 1 

Even If the Junta falls from 
power tho companies may be 
counting on the reins of govern- 
ment passing to friendly hands. K 
changes come the companies 
may consider it important to get in 
on the ground floor with rights on 
new projects that take three to five 
years to begin production. 

Despite the Intonse activity of 
mining companies in Chile, all Is 
not well with the Junta's attempts 
to attract investments. 

The Buenos Aires business 
magazine Latinamorican Weak 
paints a gloomy picture for its en- 
trepreneurial readers: while in- 
terest in new Chilean Investments 
is onihe rise, concrete results are 
yet to be seen. 

Only $40 million new capital 
has actually entered Chile since 
the coup. Multinational corpora- 
lions may bo sympathetic to tho 
Junta but still fear the possibilities 
that the Chilean people couki 1 one 
day bring about its downfall. 

Canadian companies investing 
in the Junta may have one more 
consideration to take into ac- 
count; that their actions in Chile 
may clarify for Canadians the fact 
that they are the enemies of both 
the Chilean and Canadian people.

ntll a minimal level of bllingualtsm 
Is attained. There are 15 hours of 
instruction per week and this first 
course Is worth 12 credits. Nom- 
ore than 30 students will be regis- 
tered for the course. 

The first course In the first op* 
tion of the new programme should 
be followed by two other courses 
which could bo most helpful along 
wtth other French language cour- 
ses In the student's field of inter- 
est. Each of these courses means 
3 hours of instruction per week. 
They are credit courses.

HOUSING 



Students must realize that "the 
housing crisis" is not a short- 
term problem exclusive tostuden- 
ts* It is a complex, long-term 
"social disaster" which Is gett- 
ing worse, and which governments 
at all levels have failed to grapp- 
le with. 

And students should devote the- 
ir energyand uM their numbers 
to the ranks of Canadians now de- 
manding and pressuring for decent 
housing, and so as students they 
have a better chance of getting 
ade<*jate housing and so that after 

With a federally Imposed free- 
ze on student housing funds since 
1973, despite Increasing enroll- 
ment, with building starts down 28 
per cent over last year, which 
was a 20 per cent drop from the 
previous year, and with an aver- 
age vacancy rate across thecoun- 



they will not have to struggle with 
a disastrous housing problem," 

This was the substance of a sta- 
tement released 2C August by the 
National Union of Students (NUS)ln 
Ottawa. 

It comes at a time when half a 
million post-secondary students 
across Canada intending to return 
to school are finding that there 
Just Isn't enough housing to goar- 
outid. 

The NUS position bitterly atta- 
cks ail levels of givernment for 
"Inactloo" in the face of increa- 
sed household form ttloas and* de- 
teriorating hwsiog supply, rapid- 
ly advancing rents andhouslngpr- 
Ices, and landlord resistance to 
protective legislation for tenants. 

Municipalities and provincial 
goverments are criticized for not 
legislating or enforcing adequate 
repairs to low-quality housing or 
reasonable rental rates. 



"They have refused to recog- 
nize that they housing shortngegi- 
ves landlords and developers a vi- 
rtual monopoly" the statement 
reads , adding that "most of th- 
ese governments still act as th- 
ough tenants, even low-Income 
tenants, can pick and choose from 
amoiii: the available housing sto- 
ck." 

The federal govern mentis con- 
demned for falling to create hou- 
sing, and adopting a "basically 
stand-still position since 1973", 
citing the federal cut backs in 
CMCK funding for co-operative 
and low and middle income hous- 
ing, as an example. 

Faced wtth a worsening sit- 
uation and what NUS sees as go- 
vernment Inaction, the national un- 
ion calls on students "to Join w- 
ith others who are working to re- 
verse the present decline,"
